Defying the efforts of physical agents 
designed to defeat them , one thous­ 
and two hundred and forty-seven fof- 
est fires blazed trails 
of

smoke through th e protected areas 
of Pennsylvania last year, causing 
intrinsic dam age to th e extent of 
$95,740, th e figures of a survey just 
com pleted by th e dep artm en t of a g ­ 
riculture reveal. T he forest fire d am ­ 
age on the protected areas of the 
state decreased approxim ately 91 per 
cent in 1927 as com pared w ith 1926. 
according to th e survey. 
D uring 1926, a total of 2,916 fires 
swept over th e protected areas of the 
K eystone state, doing dam age to the 
extent of $1.186.320 or $406 for every 
fire. 
In 1927 the 1.247 
fires 
th a t 
etched th e protected areas did d a m ­ 
age of only $95,740 or $76 per lire. 
Sm okers 
caused 
m ore 
dam age 
thro u g h forest fires in the state th an 
did any oth er agent last year. Fires 
started through th e carelessness 
of 
sm okers burned tim ber and 
forest 
land appraised 
a t 
$23,890, causing 
30.2 per cent of th e total forest fire 
losses in th e state. 
Fires lighted through brush burning 
caused th e second greatest dam age in 
Pennsylvania. 
A total of 104 lires 
were started 
when 
burning 
brush 
flared out of control and dam age 
totaling $18.070 or 18 9 per cent of 
th e forest 
fire 
destruction 
in 
the 
state resulted. 
Fires started by railroads in th e 
state totak'd 259 and accounted for 
losses of $14.760 or 15.4 per cent of 
the fire losses last year. 
Fires of in ­ 
cendiary origin num bered 68 and re ­ 
sulted in dam ages to th e ex ten t of 
$8,350. 
Ane hundred and sixty-eight fires 
of unknow n inception sw ept thro u g h 
*he iorests of the state and burned 
tim ber and land valued at 
$>,810, 
while lightning bolts, crashing into 
lie wood-clad slopes, lighted six fires 
which did dam age to th e ex tent of 
$530. 
A total of 37.690 acres of protected 
area in the K eystone sta te was burned 
over by forest fires last year as com ­ 
pared w ith 224.250 acres swept by 


'fa m e s during the previous tw elve­ 
m onth period.

est land while 1.030 acres were non- 
forest land.

paid at th? air mail rate there is no 
objection thereto. 
“The use of air mail stam ps to pay 
postage on m atter at less than the 
air mail rate is not permissible.”

Picking Presidents 


1828: Andrew Jackson And Spoils Politics

W esterners were clamoring for rec­ 
ognition. 
They 
were 
tired of the 
statesm an school of presidents 
and 
wanted an out-and-out radical and 
fighting m an of their own kind. 
In 
this tim e when revolt and disunion 
were 
frankly 
discussed. 
A ndrew ; 
Jackson, says one authority, was “a 
safety valve, opened wide and screech­ 
ing.” 
Jackson had been an orphan boy 
and an Indian fighter, was the hero 
of New Orleans and of the illegal war 
in Florida, had killed several men in 
duels over the reputation of his wife.

which became one of the campaign 
issues, and had been tricked out of 
the presidency by Clay four years 
previously, when his clear 
plurality 
was overruled by the house and John 
Quincy Adams was elected. 
The Jackson-Adam s cam paign of 
*28 was uproarious. “Old Hickory’’ was 
the 
first 
candidates the new west 
could shout about. 
“To the victor 
belong the spoils” was a popular b at­ 
tle cry. 
So Adams, the patient, dignified, 
learned son of a patriot president, 
passed out of the presidential pic­ 
ture. 
Like his father he was never 
popular, but his example of devoted 
service will live forever. 
In 1830 he 
was carried to congress by a wave of 
anti-M asonic politics, and he served 
continuously until 1848, when at the 
age of 80 he was fatally stricken on 
the floor of the house. 
Jackson moved in amid yells of ex­ 
citem ent and started eight years of 
turbulent but strangely efficient a d ­ 
m inistration.

Every officer is re­ 
quired to fill out blanks telling ex­ 
actly how m uch of the 
alcoholic 
drink is taken. Most of this liquor is 
destroyed soon after confiscation but 
th at which is retained for evidence in 
court is labelled and sealed with wax. 
It is kept in a vault, the combination 
to which is known only to Vivian and 
his secretaries. Never less than two 
persons are 
allowed 
to enter 
the 
vault. Usually three or four persons 
enter together. 
A complete 
set of books is kept 
by the departm ent. G reat care Is . 
taken to record the identification of j 
witnesses at the tim e certain quanti- ; 
| ties of liquor are destroyed. As soon 
1 as an accused violator either is con- 
victed or pleads guilty all “evidence ’ 
being kept in connection with the 
case is destroyed. 
Never in the history of the de- 
i partm ent have the books failed to 
“balance” Vivian claims.

Merchant Slips 
Again Threaten 
Congress Fight

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
28.—T h e 
m erchant m arine issue, as hardy pe­ 
rennial as Muscle Shoals, Boulder 
Dam and 
tax 
legislation, promises 
once more to stir up fireworks in Con­ 
gress. 
For the second time the Shipping 
Board has advertised for sale the 
American M erchant Lines and the 
United States Lines. 
The bids are 
to be opened on November 15. 
The 
first offers were rejected as unsa­ 
tisfactory. 
The U. S. Lines operates 
six passenger steajners, including the 
Leviathan. 
A small but well organized group 
in Congress is preparing to block the 
sale, if possible. Senator Fletcher, of 
Florida, who has banded with him a 
number of Progressives, is spokesman 
of the opposition. He believes that 
sale of the vessels will jeopardize the 
development of an adequate m eichant 
line and permit foreign ships to ob­ 
tain a virtual monopoly in the tran s­ 
portation of American products. He 
foresees, too. a potential menace to 
American defense if the country has 
no shipping reserve in time of war. 
Points to Profit 
He points out th at the board has 
made a profit on the United States 
Lines and sees no reason why Federal 
operation cannot 
be 
successful, at 
least until private operators are able 
to develop a m erchant marine. 
He 
says the board has lost money in the 
operation of all the ships because so 
many obsolete vessels are carried as 
charges on the books, and because 
many of the war-built boats, now use­ 
less, are rotting in docks and h a r­ 
bors. 
“It will be a sorry day for us when 
the United States Lines is sold,, said 
Fletcher. 
"The Board is obsessed with the 
idea of getting the government out of 
business regardless of consequences. 
The lawrs on government-owned m er­ 
chant m arine are sound- The fault is 
in the adm inistration of them .” 
He said the prim ary purpose of the 
m erchant m arine act was to provide 
government-owned carriers for Amer­ 
ican goods in order to start an ade­ 
quate national m arine. 
The clause 
providing that the ships were ‘ ulti­ 
m ately” to be sold was secondary to 
the general aim, he added. 
He characterized the board's policy 
as “stupid, futile and asinine.” 
Concerning the board's action in 
advertising the sale and at the same 
tim e announcing it was losing money 
t and wished to get out of business, 
* Fletcher declared: 
“Stupid Policy” 
“This stupid policy has a dem oral­ 
izing effect 011 the shipping business, 
and obviously prevents 
the 
board 
from getting anything like a just and 
fair price for the ships.” 
The American m erchant m arine, he 
said, is not improving, while foreign 
nations are increasing their tonnage 
every year. He cited G erm any which 
at the end of the war had 500.000 tons 
of shipping but which today has mGre 
than 2.500,000 tons. G erm any has just 
launched two new m onster ships, the 
Europa and the Bremen.

FOR “ ELLWOOD DAY” 


Draft Horses Will Be Parad­ 
ed In Front Of Grandstand 
This Evening 


Tins afternoon crowds of rural and 
city residents are attending the last 
day of the New Castle fair which has 
been open since September 25. Large 
crowds have filled the grounds each 
day of the fair despite the cold wea­ 
ther and blustering winds. 
This afternoon is another day for 
the county folk and there is much in­ 
terest displayed in the displays of 
iarm produce and the number of cat­ 
tle and horse exhibitions. The senti­ 
m ent expressed by all has been that 
the four day and night lair this year 
has been the best in the history of 
the local association regardless of the 
weather conditions which were any­ 
thing but pleasant. 
This morning the last parade took 
place on the race track while what 
little judging was left over from last 
evening was finished, and all the 
awards have been completed for the 
various displays of farm and grange 
products and live stock exhibitions. 
This afternoon, the last scheduled 
race was started. 
Tonight as on other sessions of the 
night fair, the ealvacade of draft 
horses will take place in front of the 
grand stand which will be followed 
immediately by the free acts on the 
platform in front of the grandstand. 
Yesterday, an even greater crowd 
attended the fair than on Wednesday. 
Ail of the county schools were dis­ 
missed for the day and EUwpod City 
residents were privileged to call it 
their day. 
The air was somewhat 
w armer and the sun managed to peep 
down on the grounds making the day 
more inviting than Wednesday. Many 
hundred more cars were parked in 
the grounds yesterday than Wednes­ 
day and gate keepers reported sales 
yesterday to be greater and fair of­ 
ficials estimated the crowds to be 
several hundreds or a thousand per­ 
sons greater than Wednesday. Con­ 
siderably more than 11,000 persons 
attended the day and night sessions 
yesterday. 
Pair officials have been more than 
pleased with the way in which the lo­ 
cal citizens have cooperated with the 
association in making this year’s fair 
a success. 
The weather conditions 
throughout the entire week were un­ 
inviting but local citizens in their 
interest braved the bluster of the 
wind and came. 
Stock displays were

Mdre than 400 cattle were exhibited 
and Judged this year, while the horses 
totaled some two hundred. 70 draft 
horses were entered in the competi­ 
tion enrollment.

The boys were 
given a chance to judge some cattle 
and were given talks by cattle judges 
and agricultural and live stock ex­ 
perts.

PAUL THE MISSIONARY 


| Brass Tacks On The Sunday School Lesson 


By DR. ALVIN E. BELL 
With the exception of Jesus of Naz- j 
areth no man has exercised a greater 


j influence upon the ages than Saul of j 
Tarsus. 
Paul’s greatness had its roots in a 
godly home training in the holy scrip­ 
tures in which he was taught love for 
Jehovah and obedience to his com­ 
mandments. 
Paul’s childhood goes j 
far in explaining his manhood. This | 
early home training was followed by 
a thorough schooling 
in the 
best < 
schools of his day. 
Morally and in­ 
tellectually Paul came to maturity j 
well prepared for the work God had 
awaiting him. He got a wrong start, 
indeed, in persecuting the infant from 
the time of Stephen on to his own 
conversion, but even while persecut­ 
ing the cause of Christ he was abso- j 
lutely sincere. He thought he was do- j 
ing God’s will. 
Paul’s Awakening. 
Then came that revolutionizing ex -» 
perience on the Damascus road when 
Paul was confronted with the vision 
of the risen Christ and his challenge. 
‘ Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me? 
. . . I am Jesus of Nazareth whom 
thou percutest.” 
From th at momen. 
Paul was a newr creature. From the 
church’s chief persecutor he became 
its chief propagator. 
He began im- | 
mediately to preach Christ as Son of 
God and Savior of men. 
After a 
brief ministry under a cloud of suspi­ 
cion as a possible wolf in sheep’s cloth- 1 
ing Paul retired to Arabia, where h e ! 
spent from 18 months to three years; 
in meditation and communion with 
God. 
Returning to his old home at \ 
Tarsus he was fotind by Barnabas 
and brought to Antioch for a fruit­ 
ful year’s sendee in that city, where 
the disciples were ftrst called Chris­ 
tians. 
Antioch instead of Jerusalem had 
now 
become 
the 
center 
of 
the 
church’s activity, and from this cen­ 
ter there went out of the first foreign 
j missionaries, nearly 20 years after 
| Christ’s ascension and great commis- 
j sion to evangelize all nations. 
Paul, 
j Barnabas and John Mark made up 
the missionary party that set sail for 
• Cyprus, and bore witness throughout j 
! that island, thence on to the main - 
: land of Asia Minor where Mark for- \ 
; sook his companions, perhaps because 
of the perils and hardships of th e ' 
journey, and returned home to Jeru- j 
salem. 
But Paul and Barnabas went on 
undaunted 
to 
Antioch 
in 
Plsidia, 
wheB 
they 
were 
persecuted 
and 
th ru ^ out of the city. 
Thence they 
went 50 miles eastward to like ex­ 
periences in Iconium. and from here 
40 miles southeastward to Lystra, 
where the people were ftrst willing 


to worship the missionaries as gods, 
had they permitted it, and then tu rn ­ 
ing to the opposite extreme they 
stoned Paul and left him for dead. 
But regaining consciousness he went 
back into the city and the next day 
wrent on 20 miles miles eastward to 
Derbe, the farthest point reached on 
this first journey. 
Thence, despite 
the perils, they retraced the entire 
journey through Asia Minor after 
which they sailed bacx to the horn? 
church at Antioch. 
His Second Missionary Journey. 
After the lapse of five or six years 
Paul began liis second journey, re­ 
tracing much of the ground covered 
In the ftrst, but going far beyond to 
carry the gospel into Europe for new 
triumphs in Philippi, Thessalonica. 
Athens and Corinth. 
Considering the difficulties of travel 
in Paul’s day, the natural dangers a t­ 
tending him. and the opposition arid 
persecution of his enemies, his mis­ 
sionary journeys must ever rank with 
the most heroic undertakings and the 
most epoch making accomplishments 
of all ages.

William Harrison and old Zachary 
Taylor. 
If there are “spirits”an interest­ 
ing host must keep watch over the 
White House. From the frock-coated, 
knee buckled and silk stocking gen­ 
tlemen of Colonial times they stretch 
down a colorful, costume corridor to 
the modern garbed chiefs of recent 
times. They are cosmopolitan group. 
Of Varied Stock 
Seventeen Presidents came of Eng­ 
lish stock, six of Scotch-Irish two of 
Scotch, two Dutch, one Welsh and 
one Scotch-Dutch. 
Fifteen were the 
sons of farmers and planters.

Madison, Jackson, Polk, Buchanan, 
and Harding were childless.

the 
grandfather of a president. 
Twenty presidents went to college, 
several by their owrn efforts.

were soldiers, twenty lawyers, four­ 
teen served in the House of R epre­ 
sentatives. twelve in the Senate, and 
nine were vice-presidents. Four pres­

PORTLAND, Ore».. Sept. 28.—Smok­ 
ing comes high in Oregon and W ash­ 
ington, according to forest service of­ 
ficials here who declare that more 
than a third of all man-caused for­ 
est fir^s s'arted in the national for­ 
ests of these states are traceable 
to discarded ejgar or cigarette butts. 
With 
a 
total of 293 man-caused 
fires recorded so far this season, 100 
of them were started 
by 
careless 
smokers. according to their records. 
Statistics compiled by the forest 
service brand the careless smoker as 
one of the most dangerous fire bugs 
the country 
has 
to 
contend with. 
Every time he throws a burning cig­ 
arette into dry grass or needles on 
the forest floor he 
gives 
the 
fire 
demon odds of one to nine that it 
won’t start a fire. 
Many Cigarettes. 
These odds, they say. combined with 
the United States amazing total of 
171,232 cigarettes smoked each m in­ 
ute, day and night, throughout the 
year, are held accountable for the 
large percentage of disastrous forest 
fires. 
If but one-third of the cierar- 
e’tes 
consumed 
annually 
were 
smoked out-of-doors, they point out, 
there would still 
be 
over 50.000 
chances a minute of a fire starting 
from a burning snipe. 
Tests have been made by officials 
of the United Stales bureau of stand­ 
ards to determine the 
fire hazard 
from smoking materials. 
They were 
made by dropping lighted cigar and 
cigarette 
butts 
in 
prepared mats 
which contained combustible mate- j 
rials similar to forest undergrowth. 
Fanned By Air. 
Air traveling at velocities from one 
to twelve miles an hour would then 
be blown over the set to determine;

Secretary Kellogg traces the history

United States has done and is ready 
to do toward lightening the world’s 
naval arm am ents burden since the 
V/ashington conference.

< ause oi the British contention for 
unlim ited construction of cruisers of 
less than 7,500 tons capable of carry­ 
ing a maximum battery of 6-inch 
pim.s, the futility of another confer­ 
ence at this time unless the B ritih 
recede from their position. 
Position Not Altered. 
The Franco-B ritish past, the note 
lontends, does not alter m aterially 
die former British position. 
Under the Franco-B ntish proposal 
which the United States interprets as 
m attem pt at settlem ent of the naval 
problems 
of those 
two 
countries, 
:neir needs are taken care of without 
limitation, while the same attem pt 
was made at Geneva to 
limit the 
larger ships required by the United 
States because 
of the 
greater dis­ 
tances between American naval bases 
the note points out. 
The United States takes the posi­ 
tion th a t while settlem ent of the 
differences between France and B rit­ 
ain is desirable, the American gov­ 
ernm ent cannot admit the agreem ent 
concerns any nations 
other 
than 
those two. 
The note gives a technical exposi­ 
tion of American naval requirem ents 
from the point of view ol American 
naval experts, and discloses a purpose 
to rem ain firm on the question of the 
10,000 ton cruisers regardless of the 
needs of other nations in any plan 
ol further lim itations. 
The American governm ent however 
reiterates its willingness to enter into 
a program th at will assure naval par­ 
ity of the United States with G reat 
Britain.
